retreating to tho hills and allowing the
Federals to surround them and cut off
their supply of ammunition, they must

, certainly fall eventually unless somo new
and particularly brilliant leader pilots
thsm to victory or somo blundering Fed-
eral commander permits thom to escape.

The revolt is confined absolutely to
that section of Chihuahua west of the
city of Chihuahua and south of El Paso,

It'll a small area In northeastern Chi-

huahua near Ojinoga on the Toxas bor-
der In the western region the entire
country may be said to be in revolt. Not
a score of adult Mexicans in the entire
region are in sympathy with the Govern-
ment except some of the big hacienda
owners. Many not active in the cause
of the Insurrectos are secretly their
friends. not expect until

is rebellious. The insurrectos are at
home and are fighting on their own chosen
ground

They have their families and friends
to feed them and give them shelter, and

where will they get more? They have
drawn the Federals Into the mountains,
af they said they would, Urfight at a great
disadvantage on Insurgent territory, but in
drawing them in theinsurgentshavedrawn
about themselves a cordon of guards
that absolutely cuta off their supply.
Soldiers from Koiiora guard their rear;
soldiers from Durango guard on the south,
oldlers from Chihuahua hem them in on

the east, and the boldiers from Juaro
and other border towns and United
States peace officers aro watching the
border so that all sources of supply uro
tut off.

It is true that in every battle fought
fo far the rebels have either been tho
victors or have at least fought a draw,
but no advantage has been taken of any
ground gained. The Federals have shown
no brilliant generalship either; in fact,
they have shown a great deal of stupidity;
they have walked into trapa, and they
havit been slow to take the field.

The rebels first had a clear field. They
opened at Gomez Palacio by capturing
tho town, at Parral they had a chance
to take the city and perhaps hold it. At
laet by fortifying themselves in either

these places, especially (joniez i'alaclo,
they would have been able to out the
raiirrad and meet the Federals in detail
as thev came north from Mexico city,
ajid might havo captured ammunition
irin and mountain guns that have been
corning inrough unmolested. Chihuahua
was .it their mercy, according to general
jpinioti, n'veraldayh Civilian guards
wth hired to stand watch there.

Marching
in an unfriendly country, they are hard
pressed often for food. Harassed by
attacks of small bands of swift riding
Insurgents, they aro constantly, terror-
ized and kept from rest. Many of the
soldiers urn not accustomed to their
firearm nnd know little about shooting.
Impartial reports from tho battlefields
sav that they know llttio about their
artillery and many of thom absolutely
nothing about their smaller firearms.

The loss to tho Kctlivnh haa been heav-
iest so far. At Piiebla, where the find
disturbance occurred, they lost most
of the killed; tho samo thing occurred at
Orizaba, Again nt Gomez Palacio and
nt Pnrral the heaviest loss was among
tho Federals or thedefenderslof the towns;
no troops were encounterea at the two
latter places. the fight at Fresno,
Just out of Chihuahua, tho rebols seem
to have lost none, while the Federals
lost seven killed and three wounded. At
Sun Andrtv, where the insurrectos
wrecked a train and fired into a carload
of soldiers, ten Federal were killed and
tho rebels lost none. At Pcdernales,
west of Chihuahua, when the insurrectos
took the town from the small garrison
that held the nlace the F'ederals loss was
heaviest. At Cerro Prieta, the first "big
battle," the Mine thing occurred.

At Mnl Paso, the biggest fight of the
"wnr," the Federal walked Into nil am-
buscade and were shot to piece., while
the insurgent loss is said to have been
none. In the fighting throughout the
region around Pedernales nnd out from
Pedernnle the rebel loss is said to have
been the lightest each time. At Mul.itos,
east of F.I Paso, on the Texas border, the
Federal left seven dead and carried off
three wounded, while none of the rebel
was killed. In n fight near Ojinaga
one Federal was wounded. At Nama-qulp- a,

wot of the Mormon colonies, tho
rebels took the town without the loss of u
man and are said to havo wounded sev-

eral Federal.

MKXtro City, Jan. 1 -- Despatches re-

ceived from Cordova y say that
Hafael Tapia, u harness maker, at the
head of sixty revolutionists, ruptured
San .limn de la Puuta and two other
small towns, abandoning them immedi-

ately afterward and taking to the moun-

tains.
Troops are pursuing the band, but

their capture will be dlfHcult. owing to
the topography of the country, which is
extremely rough and sparsely Bettled.
It is understood that Tapia planned to
attack Cordova, but the people refused
to rise against the Government, as he
exected,

Kebels to the number of 150 are said to
be menacing Tabasoo. The Government
Is organizing a volunteer force in the State
of Piiebla. a the army la oooupieu in uie
north and there are few regular troops
left to keep order in other porta of the
republic.

It is declared that the Government is
meeting with gloat success in Its new
move. Several companies have already
been organized and are drilling. They
will be used only for the protection pf
the country towns in which they reside
and will not be sent to other parts of the
republic like the regular armv.

An outbreak has occurred in the State
of Sonora. the first recorded in that sec-

tion. A band of about a hundred rebels
uttacked the small town of Montezuma
a couple of days ago. Kuraies were sent
against them. A battle followed lasting
an hour One rebel was killed and one
wounded. Nine were captured. The
Government losses are not given.

The Government reports that it is
nn in toWi-unhl- communication with
the army at Pedernales. Preparations
aro being made to advance against Guer-
rero, but tho dute of the advance is as
yet uncertain

of threo fingers appeared on her throat
and her tongue protruded as if she had
been choked. The lips also bore evidence
of having been slightly burned by car
bollc acid.

Whllo Capt. Krieger was puzzling
over the cause Delaney staggered Into
the morgue to mako for
in wito's burial, llie Husband wore
a nil I it that looked too clean for a man
on a spree and Krieger asked him about
It. Delaney explained that the shirt
belonged to his brother and he had put.
It on at his mother's home at 621 Willow
avenue, Hoboken; earlier in the day
Tho Hoboken police were asked to look
tip the shirt that Delaney had taken off
and they found one that had blood stains
on the cuffs,
B Delaney said his wife tried to commit
suicide at 11 o'clock on Saturday night
by drinking carbollo acid and made
another attempt at midnight. He re
strained uer mm uunuy went to sleep.
When he uwoke at 8 A. M he said, he
found her dead be.sido him In bed. The
police learned that Charles Van Keureu
a barge cantaln moored at Kdsewater.
and AnthcV Pinto of 321 Monroe street.
Hoboken. had been at the home
on Saturday nignt, anu arrested both as
witnesses.

Van said that while he was at
the house Mrs. Delaney went out to buy
her husband a pair of trousers and lost
them on her return. Delanev scolded
her for her carelessness and later she
swallowed some acid, saying she wanted
to die. Dr. ueorge uouti or union Hill
was called In between 11 and 12 o'clock.
Van Keuren said, and treated her, after
whlcti an Keuren went to bed.

Van said he looked into Mrs.
Delaneys bedroom when he left the
houso vestcrdav morning and saw the
woman in her led, with her husband
stretched across the foot. He thought
I mth were asleeu.

Delanev wa too drunk totell'a
story of the incidents of New Year's ev
at his home and the police were unable
to get much out of him. He insisted he
had no idea now fingermarks came on
his wife's night the police
hunted up Dr. Good, and the
statement tended to confirm Copt.
